June 1977 



The Subcommittee on the Assassination of 
John F. Kennedy met in open session on June 7 to 
receive testimony from one subpoenaed witness. The 
Full Committee met on June 13 to discuss the escape 
of James Earl Ray from the Brushy Mountain Penitentiary 
in Tennessee. Facts known about the escape at that 
time were reported to the Committee by the Chairman, 
and staff was dispatched to the prison for further 
investigation. The Committee met again June 20, at 
which time a new Chief Counsel and Director was 
unanimously voted to head the Committee's staff. The 
Subcommittee on the Assassination of Martin Luther 
King, Jr. met to conduct business June 28, 1977. 

The investigation in both cases continues. 
Investigative travel was performed, as shown on 
attached travel reports, and interviews conducted, 
both in Washington, D.C.,and out of town.
